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TO  LIVE  BY  LOVE.  REASON  AND  FAITH 

John  Ullman  ( 1647  Monte  Mar,  Vista,  Calif. ) has 
sent  the  following  quotation  from  The  Sane  Society,  by 
Erich  Fromm: 

Mental  Health  is  characterized  by  the  ability 
to  love  and  to  create  . . . 

The  aim  of  life  is  to  live  it  intensely,  to  be 
fully  awake. 

To  emerge  from  the  ideas  of  infantile  grand- 
iosity into  the  conviction  of  one’s  real  though 
limited  strength;  to  be  able  to  accept  the  para- 
dox that  every  one  of  us  is  the  most  important 
thing  there  is  in  the  universe  — and  at  the  same 
time  not  more  important  than  a fly  or  a blade 
of  grass. 

To  be  able  to  love  life,  and  yet  to  accept  death 
without  terror;  to  tolerate  uncertainty  about 
the  most  important  questions  with  which  life 
confronts  us  — and  yet  to  have  faith  in  our 
thought  and  feeling,  inasmuch  as  they  are  truly 
ours. 

To  be  able  to  be  alone,  and  at  the  same  time 
one  with  a loved  person,  with  every  brother  on 
this  earth,  with  all  that  is  alive;  to  follow  the 
voice  of  our  conscience,  the  voice  that  calls  us 
to  ourselves,  yet  not  indulge  in  self-hate  when 
the  voice  of  conscience  was  not  loud  enough  to 
be  heard  and  followed. 

The  mentally  healthy  person  is  the  person 
who  lives  by  love,  reason  and  faith,  who  re- 
spects life,  his  own  and  that  of  his  fellow  man. 


GROWTH  IN  GRACE 

This  article  is  from  the  London  Friend;  its  author  is 
Duncan  Todd,  a member  of  Purley  Meeting,  England. 

“Do  any  of  your  outward  concerns  unduly  ab- 
sorb your  time  and  energy  to  the  hindrance  of 
your  growth  in  grace  and  your  service  for 
God?” 

The  above  is  part  of  the  Fourth  Query  of  the 
Society  of  Friends.  We  may  do  well  to  ask  our- 
selves: What  exactly  do  we  mean  by  growth  in 
grace ? Have  the  words  rather  an  old-fashioned, 
musty  sound?  Do  they  suggest  traditional  piety, 
of  a narrow,  puritanical  kind?  It  would  be  la- 
mentable if  we  fell  into  that  error,  because 
grace  is  the  favourite  word  of  the  apostle  Paul 
—he  revels  in  it— and  it  meant  to  him  something 
altogether  delightful,  quickening  and  invigor- 
ating. 

“Yes,”  someone  may  say,  “Paul  was  fond  of 
the  word;  one  might  almost  say  that  he  based 
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his  whole  theology  upon  it;  and  all  the  theolo- 
gians have  fastened  upon  the  word  and  made 
it  their  prey.  I have  no  use  for  theology;  and 
‘grace’  for  me,  must  go  into  the  same  limbo  as 
all  the  rest  of  theology.” 

This  hatred  and  horror  of  theology  has  done 
immense  harm  to  our  religious  life.  I am  glad 
to  believe  that  it  is  giving  way  a little,  and  that 
we  are  more  ready  than  we  were  to  think  of 
these  great  matters  without  this  deadly  preju- 
dice and  obsession. 

It  would,  of  course,  be  quite  impossible  for 
me  to  deal  adequately  with  the  use  of  the  word 
“grace”  as  a theological  term,  to  which  many 
learned  and  profound  works  have  been  devoted. 
But  it  may  be  right  to  attempt  some  sort  of 
rough  suggestion  of  what  the  theologians  were 
trying  to  say.  They  start,  of  course,  as  everyone 
must,  with  Paul.  Paul  had  been  brought  up  as 
a strict  Pharisee,  and  he  had  tried  to  keep  all  the 
innumerable  regulations  of  the  Jewish  law.  It 
had  been  a desperate  struggle,  a slavery,  an  in- 
tolerable burden;  and  he  had  failed.  Men  could 
not  satisfy  the  demands  of  God  on  those  lines: 
he  was  a sinner,  guilty,  condemned  and  hope- 
less. And  then  he  came  to  see  that  God  was  not 
like  that,  and  he  did  not  exact  that  kind  of  serv- 
ice. As  he  puts  it: 

The  law  of  the  Spirit  of  life  in  Christ  Jesus  made 

me  free  from  the  law  of  sin  and  death. 

We  are  not  under  the  law,  but  under  grace. 

# # # 

And  now  let  us  leave  this  very  inadequate  ex- 
cursion into  theology  and  begin  again  at  the  be- 
ginning. 

What  does  grace  mean?  Well,  grace  is  one 
of  the  many  words  that  has  come  down  in  the 
world.  In  ordinary  usage  apart  from  its  theo- 
logical usage,  it  means  not  much  more  than 
“elegance;”  and  this  cannot  be  the  meaning 
when  we  are  bidden  to  give  heed  to  our  growth 
in  grace.  This  august  universe  is  not  a beauty 
parlor. 

Grace  is  the  translation  of  a Greek  word 
Charis,  the  nearest  equivalent  of  which,  if  we 
must  have  a single  word,  is  perhaps  beauty. 
Charis  is  closely  connected  with  another  Greek 
word,  which  means  joy.  Charis , then,  is  all  that 
aspect  of  the  world,  that  quality  of  things,  which 
gives  joy;  it  is  radiance  and  delight. 

“Do  you  talk  of  radiance  and  delight  in  such 
a world  as  this?"  Yes,  even  in  this  world,  so 
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full  of  darkness  and  horror;  and  the  radiance 
and  delight  must  be  no  mere  escape  from  the 
darkness  and  horror;  it  must  be  brought  right 
down  into  the  darkness.  “The  people  that 
walked  in  darkness  have  seen  a great  light.” 
And  that  did  happen  once,  as  we  are  told  in 
that  great  prologue  to  the  Gospel  of  John: 

The  Word  (that  is,  the  self-utterance  of  God)  was 
made  flesh,  and  dwelt  among  us,  and  we  beheld  his 
glory,  that  glory  as  of  the  only  begotten  of  the  Fath- 
er, full  of  grace  and  truth. 

When  Paul,  or  any  of  the  other  New  Testa- 
ment writers,  speaks  of  grace,  he  is  always  think- 
ing, expressly  or  implicitly,  of  “the  grace  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.”  We  may  think  of  this  in  two 
senses : 

(1)  How  attractive  Jesus  was,  as  he  went 
about  in  Gallilee  two  thousand  years  ago.  He 
was  full  of  radiance  and  delight,  and  he  drew 
men  to  him  by  a kind  of  spell.  When  I read  of 
his  calling  his  disciples  from  their  fishing  boats 
or  their  custom  houses,  and  they  followed  under 
a kind  of  enchantment,  I am  often  reminded  of 
the  legend  of  Orpheus  with  his  lute,  who  sang 
and  played  so  delightfully  that  the  very  stones 
and  trees  rose  and  followed  in  his  steps. 

(2)  The  word  Charis,  grace,  often  carries  the* 
meaning  of  self-giving,  of  over-flowing  gener- 
osity, as  a kind  of  overtone.  So,  when  we  read 
of  “the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,”  we  are 
to  think,  most  of  all,  of  the  self-giving  of  God, 
which  is  indeed  the  very  source  of  our  life.  God 
is  sometimes  spoken  of  as  the  giver: 

God  so  loved  the  world  that  he  gave  his  only  be- 
gotten Son  . . 

In  other  places  Jesus  himself  is  spoken  of  as 
the  giver: 

Let  this  mind  be  in  you,  which  was  also  in  Christ 
Jesus:  who,  being  in  the  form  of  God,  thought  it  not 
robbery  ( a prize,  a thing  to  be  snatched ) to  be  equal 
with  God:  but  made  himself  of  no  reputation,  and 
took  upon  himself  the  form  of  a servant,  and  was 
made  in  the  likeness  of  men.  And  being  found  in 
fashion  as  a man,  he  humbled  himself,  and  became 
obedient  unto  death,  even  the  death  of  the  cross. 

If  then  we  wish  to  grow  in  grace,  we  are  not 
called  to  enter  a course  of  self-cultivation. 
Rather  we  are  to  seek  grace  in  him  who  was, 
and  is,  all  grace;  who  is  life  and  joy,  our  re- 
deemer and  our  savior.  Let  this  mind  be  in  us> 
all,  which  was  also  in  Christ  Jesus.

Through  the  Letters,  many  children  have  found 
pen-friends  in  distant  countries,  and  both  children  and 
grown-ups  have  discovered  that  the  Letters  help  to 
strengthen  their  links  with  the  world-wide  family  of 
Friends.  Round-the-World-Quaker  Letters  for  Children 
are  produced  and  distributed  through  arrangements 
made  by  the  Friends  World  Committee  for  Consulta- 
tion. 

To  best  serve  their  purpose  these  Letters  should  rep- 


resent the  life  and  thought  of  Friends  in  all  lands,  and 
there  is  a need  now  for  material  from  fresh  sources.  The 
range  of  possible  subjects  is  wide— any  aspect  of  Friends’ 
work  and  belief,  any  chapter  in  Quaker  history,  any  ac- 
count of  the  customs,  folk-lore  and  daily  life  of  the  writ- 
er's country.  The  usual  length  for  a Letter  is  1,000 
words.  Four  age-groups  are  taken  into  consideration: 
6-8,  8-11,  11-13,  13-15.

Our  Meeting  school  work  is  a challenge  to 
all  of  us  Friends  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting. 
How  can  we  do  it  well? 

I feel  certain  of  one  thing  — that  stories  and 
explanations  should  always  be  given  in  one’s 
own  words,  except  for  quoting  some  exquisite 
passage  which  could  not  possibly  be  put  into 
one’s  own  words.  The  Revised  Version  of  the 
Bible  is  most  helpful,  in  making  obscure  mean- 
ings clearer.  I have  found  the  work  of  Maurice 
Nicholl,  a pupil  of  Jung,  gives  assistance.  His 
book.  The  New  Man,  deals  with  the  theme  in 
the  Gospels  about  reaching  the  higher  level  of 
inner  evolution  possible  for  man,  called  “the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven.” 

Our  older  chidren  are  most  interested  in  why 
we  are  Friends,  so  it  seems  reasonable  to  give 
them  outlines  of  other  approaches  in  search  of 
Truth.  Sir  Edwin  Arnold’s  Light  of  Asia  must 
inspire  any  one  who  reads  it,  especial lv  an 
adolescent. 

Lesson  outlines  are  useful  and  can  be  obtain- 
ed at  the  various  Friends  book  stores,  but  noth- 
ing quite  takes  the  place  of  the  teacher’s  own 
reading  preparation  during  the  week.

We  now  have  a Sunday  school  at  Albuquer- 
que Meeting,  one  that  I feel  will  continue  to 
grow.  Our  attendance  has  been  around  12  to 
15  children.  The  school  was  made  possible  when 
all  the  mothers  felt  that  it  was  a necessity,  and 
all  were  willing  to  work  at  its  being  a success. 
Prior  to  this,  we  had  made  efforts  at  various 
times,  but  these  efforts  were  made  by  just  one 
person,  and  one  person  can  not  conduct  a class 
with  an  age  group  from  1 to  12  years! 

We  started  with  a mothers’  meeting  and 
decided  we  would  rotate  teachers  so  no  one 
person  would  have  to  be  out  of  the  meeting  for 
worship  the  whole  year.  We  worked  out  two 
classes  and  hired  a baby  sitter  for  the  very 


young  children.  A teacher  takes  the  group  for 
three  months  at  a time;  so  only  two  people  have 
to  miss  meeting  each  time,  plus  Doris  Castle 
who  leaves  meeting  15  minutes  early  to  play 
the  piano  for  our  worship  service. 

The  lessons  for  the  primary  group  have  fol- 
lowed the  book  This  Is  the  World,  with  the 
study  outline  written  by  Swarthmore  First-day 
school  as  a guide.  The  children  did  many  things 
in  clay  and  crayon  and  finger  plays  in  connec- 
tion with  their  learning  of  the  world  of  growing 
things,  and  the  wonderful  presence  of  God 
around  us  every  day. 

The  junior  group  has  been  studying  Bible 
stories  and  the  history  of  the  Bible  peoples.  We 
started  with  Genesis  and  went  on  to  the  actual 
creation  of  the  world  in  a series  of  lessons  writ- 
ten by  our  own  Mary  Louise  O’Hara.  We  read 
about  how  the  various  peoples  of  the  world 
thought  the  world  began:  the  Japanese,  and 
Aborigines  of  Australia,  the  Jews,  the  Greeks 
and  many  others.  We  then  went  back  to  the 
Bible,  using  a great  deal  of  material  by  Mrs. 
Stoddard  of  Princeton  First-day  school. 

We  all  have  a fifteen-minute  worship  service 
after  our  half-hour  lesson  period  each  week.  All 
the  children,  including  the  babies,  come  to- 
gether to  tell  what  they  have  done,  show  what- 
they  have  made,  to  offer  any  thoughts  they 
would  like  to  share  with  others.  We  have  a 
silent  period  which  is  quite  amazing  as  it  lasts, 
absolutely  silent,  for  four  or  five  minutes. 

The  thoughts  of  members  of  our  Meeting 
about  this  effort  might  be  summed  up  this  way: 
it  has  increased  the  attendance  at  meeting,  and 
made  our  group  more  vital.  And  it  has  brought 
a new  feeling  of  joy  and  love  to  our  Meeting.

The  following  statement  on  the  responsibilities 
of  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends  is  one  of  the 
drafts  considered  by  the  Committee  of  Ministry  and 
Counsel  and  the  Committee  of  Overseers  of  the  Friends 
Meeting  of  Washington,  D.C.  We  do  not  know  what 
this  Meeting  finally  decided  on,  as  a final  draft,  but 
we  present  this  in  the  hope  that  it  may  be  useful  to 
Meetings  of  our  own  Yearly  Meeting  who  are  thinking 
about  this  subject.— Ed. 

Members  of  the  Society  of  Friends  have  joined 
together  because  they  feel  that  this  strengthens 
them  as  seekers  for  truth  and  leads  them  to  care 
for  each  other.  Fundamental  to  all  that  Friends 
do  is  their  seeking  to  keep  close  to  the  loving 
God  and  to  keep  open  to  His  direction  in  all 
relationships  and  understakings.  Membership  in 
such  a Society  carries  with  it  certain  responsi- 
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bilities,  concerning  both  personal  living  and  the 
relationship  of  the  member  to  the  Meeting.  Mak- 
ing application  for  membership  indicates  a will- 
ingness and  a desire  to  undertake,  as  fully  as 
time,  strength  and  circumstances  permit,  the  fol- 
lowing: 

To  understand  the  testimonies  of  the  Society 
of  Friends  and  to  express  them  in  everyday  liv- 
ing within  the  family,  the  community,  the  na- 
tion, and  the  world.

To  develop  an  increasing  understanding  of  re- 
ligious truth  through  reading  the  Bible  and  oth- 
er appropriate  books  and  religious  periodicals, 
and  through  prayer,  meditation,  and  the  sharing 
of  religious  insights. 

To  attend  regularly,  where  possible  as  a fam- 
ily,the  meeting  for  worship  and  the  meeting  for 
business,  in  a spirit  of  Christian  devotion  and 
love,  seeking  to  participate  in  the  life  of  the 
Meeting  in  acordance  with  Divine  guidance. 

To  serve  faithfully  on  Meeting  commitees  of 
which  one  is  a member. 

To  maintain  awareness  of  the  projects  of  the 
Meeting  and  to  participate  in  them  as  there  is 
opportunity  to  do  so. 

To  contribute  generously  to  the  financial  sup- 
port of  the  Meeting. 

To  be  aware  of  the  relationship  to  the  Yearly 
Meetings  and  to  other  Meetings,  near  and  afar.

BRIDGES  AND  BOMBS 

E.  Raymond  Wilson,  whom  most  of  us  know  as  sec- 
retary of  the  Friends  Committee  on  National  Legisla- 
tion, is  on  leave  for  a year  in  Japan,  where  he  is  Quaker 
International  Affairs  Representative.  He  recently  spoke 
at  the  Second  World  Conference  Against  Atomic  and 
Hydrogen  Bombs,  which  held  sessions  in  Tokyo,  Hiro- 
shima and  Nagasaki. 

“Some  way  bridges  of  understanding  have  to  be 
built,”  he  said.  “This  means  personal  contacts  and  con- 
versations. One  of  the  tragedies  of  Japan  is  that  the 
Communists  have  portrayed  themselves  as  the  crusad- 
ers for  peace,  and  from  what  I can  find  out  so  far  from 
talking  with  both  missionaries  and  Japanese  the  Christ- 
ian Cburch  here  is  very  timid  and  hesitant  about  inter- 
national issues.” 

He  also  said:  “As  a visitor  this  year  to  the  country 
where  the  atom  bomb  was  first  used,  one  stands  here 
humbled  by  the  fact  ...  I am  doubly  determined  to 
try  and  see  that  the  vast  power  of  atomic  energy  is  used 
in  the  future  only  for  peaceful  purposes  and  for  the 
betterment  of  human  life.  That  means  that  each  of  us 
has  a responsibility  as  a citizen  of  his  country  to  see 
that  his  nation  acts  so  that  peace  is  possible.  Let  us 
seek  not  only  to  ban  A and  II  bombs,  but  abolish  war 
itself.” 


LETTER  FROM  MONTEVERDE 

To  Friends  Everywhere: 

Having  found  our  minds  and  hearts  of  late  drawn 
toward  a feeling  of  closer  communion  with  Friends  ev- 
erywhere, we  would  like  to  make  a sojourn  to  each  of 
your  Meetings,  worship  with  you,  and  come  to  know 
you  better.  This  not  being  possible,  we  would  like  to 
share  our  lives  and  Meeting  with  you  by  letter. 

Here  in  our  mountain  fastness  we  have  a peculiar  ad- 
vantage for  feeling  one  with  all  humanity.  In  our  com- 


munity are  individuals  from  several  different  countries, 
and  we  have  visitors  from  many  other  places.  “There 
is  neither  Jew  nor  Greek— for  ye  are  all  one  in  Christ 
Jesus.” 

We  find  there  is  much  to  be  learned  from  the  Costa 
Rican  people  in  the  art  of  human  relations.  A woman 
with  braids  and  bare  feet  has  a courtesy  and  friendli- 
ness, dignity  and  human  warmth  to  which  we  are  not 
accustomed.  Children  from  a home  of  dirt  floor  and 
thatched  roof  have  a graciousness  and  decorum  that 
come  from  a home  of  Spanish  refinement. 

We  have  been  especially  gratified  with  the  coopera- 
tion and  attitude  of  our  Costa  Rican  neighbors  who 
are  members  of  the  Catholic  church,  whose  understand- 
ing hearts  have  made  possible  a closer  working  together 
of  the  two  communities. 

From  our  experience  here  we  agree  with  Tolstoy, 
“You  may  think  there  are  situations  where  love  is  not 
needed,  but  there  are  no  such  situations.” 

We  have  found  among  ourselves  that  perhaps  we 
have  too  much  busy-ness  and  not  enough  profound  liv- 
ing in  consciousness  of  God.  “Let  every  man  . . . 
never  forget  that  the  divine  spark  is  in  him,  and  that 
he  is  free  to  disregard  it,  . . . or  to  come  closer  to 
God  by  showing  his  eagerness  to  work  with  Him,  and 
for  Him.”

PROGRAM  OF  1957  CONFERENCE 

The  1957  Conference  of  Friends  in  the  Amer- 
icas, which  will  meet  on  the  Wilmington,  Ohio, 
College  campus  from  June  26  to  July  3, 1957,  will 
center  on  the  theme  “Growing  in  the  Experience 
of  God.” 

Each  morning  from  9:00  until  10:30  some  600 
Friends  expected  to  attend  will  gather  in  small 
groups  for  worship;  at  10:45  eighteen  or  twenty 
discussion  groups  will  convene  to  consider  such 
topics  as  these:  deepening  one’s  personal  relig- 
ious life,  the  local  Meeting,  facing  the  implica- 
tions of  our  faith  (racial  integration,  loyalty 
oaths,  political  responsibilities,  and  the  peace 
testimony),  Friends’  concerns  for  missions  and 
service,  the  relevance  of  theology  for  Friends, 
our  role  in  Christian  unity,  goals  and  methods 
in  religious  education,  and  the  relationship  of 
Friends  schools  and  colleges  to  the  continuation 
of  Quakerism. 

Registration  is  scheduled  for  both  morning 
and  afternoon  on  Wednesday,  June  26;  on 
Thursday  afternoon  there  will  be  a general  ses- 
sion planned  and  conducted  by  the  Young 
Friends  Committee  of  North  America.  For  the 
rest  of  the  conference  week,  the  time  between 
lunch  and  dinner  is  left  free  for  special  interest 
groups,  committee  meetings,  recreation,  and  the 
afternoon  teas  served  by  the  United  Society  of 
Friends  Women.  There  will  be  exhibits,  arts 
and  crafts  workshops,  swimming,  games,  ex- 
cursions to  places  of  interest,  including  the  an- 
cient mounds  erected  by  the  Mound  Builders, 
and  many  opportunities  for  friendly  fellowship. 

During  the  opening  session  on  Wednesday 
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night,  a visual  epistle  from  Friends  around  the 
world  will  be  presented,  and  through  recordings 
and  colored  pictures  of  persons  and  places, 
Friends  and  Friends  activities  in  England,  Ja- 
pan, Africa,  and  other  distant  lands  will  be  seen 
and  heard  at  Wilmington.  A meeting  for  wor- 
ship on  the  basis  of  silence  will  be  held  on 
Thursday  evening.  Douglas  Steere,  professor  at 
Haverford  College  and  a Friend  widely  known, 
for  his  many  contributions  to  Quake1'  Rfe  and 
thought,  will  speak  on  Friday  evening.  The  Pro- 
gram Committee,  of  which  Alary  Hoxie  Jones  is 
chairman,  has  asked  him  to  consider  with  us  the 
new  conception  of  the  role  of  the  World  Com- 
mittee in  modern  Quakerism.  On  Saturday  eve- 
ning there  will  be  a panel  discussion  on  growth 
and  evangelism,  its  members  being  Walter  R. 
Williams,  general  superintendent  of  Ohio  Yearly 
Meeting  at  Damascus;  Gilbert  Kilpack,  director 
of  studies  at  Pendle  Hill;  Richard  P.  Newby, 


pastor  at  Alinneapolis  and  clerk  of  Iowa  Yearly 
Aleeting.  Glenn  Reece,  superintendent  of  West- 
ern Yearly  Meeting,  will  act  as  moderator.  The 
Sunday  evening  session  will  open  with  a half 
hour  of  hymn  singing.  The  speaker  is  to  be 
Kathleen  Lonsdale,  a well  known  Rritish  Friend. 
She  is  a renowned  scientist  and  is  coming  to  the 
United  States  this  summer  to  deliver  lectures  at 
the  University  of  Michigan  and  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology.  All  Friends  in  the  area 
are  invited  to  attend  the  meetings  on  Friday, 
Saturday,  and  Sunday  evenings.  The  other  two 
evening  sessions  will  take  shape  as  the  confer- 
ence develops,  for  in  them  will  be  presented  the 
chief  concerns  arising  from  the  fellowship-wor- 
ship groups  and  discussion  groups. 

Each  day  begins  with  morning  worship,  and 
each  evening  closes  with  vespers  which  are  to 
be  held  under  the  guidance  of  D.  Elton  True- 
bloocl,  professor  of  philosophy  and  religion  at 
Earlham  College,  clerk  of  Indiana  Yearly  Aleet- 
ing, writer  and  lecturer. 

The  conference  concludes  on  July  3 with  a 
meeting  for  worship,  convening  at  10:00  a.m. 

The  World  Committee  hopes  that  Friends 
throughout  the  United  States,  Canada,  Alexico, 
Cuba,  and  Jamaica  will  enter  into  the  experience 
of  this  conference,  not  only  by  promoting  at- 
tendance and  supporting  those  chosen  as  repre- 
sentatives. but  also  by  studying  the  materials 
suggested.  Meetings  and  individuals  may  ob- 
tain packets  containing  fifteen  pamphlets  and 
short  articles  bearing  on  the  subjects  to  be  con- 
sidered by  writing  to  the  Friends  World  Com- 
mittee office  at  20  South  12th  Street,  Philadel- 
phia 7,  Pa.,  or  to  the  Midwest  Office  of  the 
Committee  at  Wilmington  College,  Wilmington, 
Ohio.
